elements and are determined to make 
the big encampment a success, despite 
the weather.

Muncie, Ind., May 22.—For no other 


apparent reason than to satisfy his 
base jealousy/ Tony miller, aged about 
25 years, formerly of' Fort Wayne, a 
laborer at Ball Bros, glass factory and 
a boarder at the home of Orrin Can-
